The adventure 
tops. 

But there was more for Homer Will- 
iams and the rest of the Viking Voyage crew that 
successfully sailed the same route of Leif Ericksson 
1,000 years before. 

“What's most amazing about the trip is what a 
group of people can do when they are going for one 
thing.” said Williams, a 1996 graduate of Boyne City 
High School. 

“A goal can not be achieved without working 
together. I learned what a group of people can do, 
regardless of their backgrounds, when they set their 
minds to it.” 

That's a remarkable achievement considering the 
crew spent 87 days in a 54-foot space. 

“We were able to get along. We were good at

East Jordan police officers have 

" moved back downtown again, this 

time to a brand new station house on 
Main Street. 

- Officers carted their supplies and 
belongings last Wednesday and 
Thursday to the site of the old Spike’s 
Standard Station, after spending the 
past five months in the Charlevoix 
County Credit Union building on M- 
66. 

The building they left behind at 
Spring and Esterly streets prior to that 
.was demolished in April to make way 
for the renovation of Spring Street. 

Although their temporary digs at 
the credit union left much to be de- 
sired as far as privacy, space and even 
air-conditioning are concermed, they 
still appreciated the generosily. 
“We're really going to miss them,” 
police chief Jerry Alward said of the 
‘credit union employees, “It was fun.” 

The new, one story brick struc- 
ture will house a larger evidence 
room, a locker room, a reception area 
and three car garage — one more 
than at the former station. A meeting

room surrounded by windows and 
located at the front of the building 
will be opén to community groups by 
appointment. 


“We'll have more privacy and a 
much bigger evidence room which 
we really needed,” Alward said. “The 
station is bigger and we can find a 
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place for everything — eventually.’ 
Officers were still unpacking and 
putting away belongings at the end 
of last week.

‘We're very excited to have the 
police department in the new build- 
ing,” city manager David White said. 
“Keeping it downtown was a critical 
component of our downtown revital- 
ization, and working with the 
Malpass Foundation, we were able 
to accomplish that.” 

The foundation provided 
$250,000 toward the building’s con- 
struction. 

The driveway is scheduled to be 
paved by mid-November, ‘followed 
by landscaping which may be put off 
until next spring. 

The police station was part of the 
city’s overall streetscape project 
which is now in its final phase of 
construction from Williams to 
Garfield — in front of the police sta- 
tion. 

The first two blocks of that 
stretch are on target for completion 
by the end of October. Bradford pear 
trees have been planted in the plant- 
ers lining Main from Mill. to Will- 
iams, as the finishing touches are put 
on at that end of the street. 


The Michigan State Police 
Fire Marsha! Division contin- 
ues to investigate the cause of 
a fire that burned a cottage to 
the ground Friday on Lake 
Charlevoix off Ferry Road 
west of Whiting Park. 

Boyne City fire chief 
Henry Erber was the first one 
on the scene. He said the 
structure was probably 80 
percent gone when he arrived. 
East Jordan and Boyne Valley 
Township fire departments also 
assisted, working to protect 
nearby buildings as well. An 
adjacent cottage did suffer 
some heat damage. 

The smoke was visible 
from Boyne City, and across 
the lake. Jeff and Erica 
Borchers of Waterford, 
reported the fire after seeing 
smoke and flames from their 
boat in Lake Charlevoix near 
Ironton. 

Erber said the investiga- 
tion should take a few weeks.

But not always, as the Boyne Distic Library 
Board found out recently. 

Over the years, the board has jealiaed the 
need for the library to expand, but it had few 
funding sources to turn to. In recent years it set up 
a building fund, but before it grew large enough to 
pay for an addition — well let's just say it would 
take a long time. 

Then in walked a stranger. 

She had been following the library in recent 
years and liked what she saw. She offered help. 

Actually Frances Fisher, who has a summer 
residence on Walloon, offered the help of the 
Mary K. Peabody Foundation on which she serves 
as one of two board members. 

Frances told the library board that Mary 
Peabody, a former Walloon resident, loved 
libraries, enjoyed Boyne City, and that her 
foundation was in a position to help build an 
addition. 

None of this is cast in concrete, but it's darn 
close. A few hoops need to be jumped through.

The foundation likes to have an endowment 
fund in place for two reasons: to cover increased 
operating expenses resulting from an addition or 
new building; and to judge a community's 
commitment.

Volunteers are also 
needed for a building committee to serve as a 
liaison between the board and the project's 
architect.

How can Boyne City High Schoo! parents 
find out more about programs, classes, and 
activities?

To launch this forum, two questions that 
parents posed at the September meeting of the 
Boyne City High School PTO will be addressed. 


QUESTION: Why is the financial aid 
workshop held in the winter and not in the fall? 

Traditionally, College Night is held in the fall, 
providing students and their parents an opportu- 
nity to meet with college admissions officers from 
various schools to determine which school is best 
suited to meet their needs. The financial aid 
workshop is designed as a follow-up to help 
families find financial assistance for students to 
attend college.

Snowless slopes can make it hard to sleep at night 


(Editor's note: This is the final excerpt from 
"Everett Kircher - Michigan's Resort Pioneer, a book 
about the first 50 years of Boyne USA.) 


GROWING PAINS 


Chuck Moll joined the company in 1950 as 
general manager. second in command of the opera- 
uon. We worked side-by-side and he handled things 
when I was absent. He was my right hand man, and 
became my closest friend and confidant. For 40 
years he contributed more to the growth and success 
of Boyne USA than I had a right to expect. When he 
died at age 75 from a heart attack. I cried. I felt like a 
widower at the death of a mate. 

In those first few years we had a number of fine 
employees. Louie and Violet Manglos came out of 
retirement to run the cafeteria after selling their 
popular “Louis” restaurant in Boyne City. 


a Ive never been shy about charging a fair rate 
for a good product. Right from the start I decided 
that Boyne Mountain lift ticket rates were going to be 
at the top of the scale, despite the advice of friends 
and associates and quite a few protests from skiers. 
The rate we charged from day one was $5, and I 
increased it to keep pace with inflation. My philoso- 
phy was that for top dollar I'd give them top quality. 
That's the best I] could do. I reasoned if I did that. 
people would pay. That’s giving you respect, and 
you're not downgrading your product. 

We've never really taken anything out of the 
business. We’ve supported the government all these 
years with 50 percent or more of all] revenue, the rest 
went back into the business. 

In spite of the taxes, we developed the best 
facilities in the Midwest, and Boyne’s skt business 
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began to take off in the early fifties. There was a 
time when we couldn't build rooms fast enough to 
handle the skiers who wanted to stay at the resort. 


iceed Quite suddenly, the rocket took a nose dive. 
In the late 60’s and early 70’s the airlines came out 
with giveaway fares, particularly on flights from 
Chicago to Denver. For example. Chuck Moll 
bought a round trip ticket from Chicago to Denver for 
$35 on Ozark Airlines. (We still have the original 
ticket.) Other major carriers soon slashed prices. And 
that ended the bulk of our midweek Chicago busi- 
ness, as well as knocking a hole in weekend trade. At 
those ridiculous rates, it was almost as cheap to go 
west to the Rockies for the weekend as it was to drive 
to Boyne. 

The cheap fares brought the building boom at 
Boyne Mountain to an abrupt halt except for lift and 
trail expansion. | was sure that we could continue to 
build the weekend business with superior snow, 
grooming, new lifts, trails and other facilities. 
However, it was clear I'd have to look elsewhere if I 
wanted to increase company revenue and assets. 

Chuck Moll and his wife, Donna, began attend- 
ing all sorts of travel and business shows in Chicago 
and Detroit. They'd set up a booth with hand-made 
signs promoting Boyne as a great place to combine a 
business meeting with skting fun. 

Our first legitimate convention group was an 
association of road contractors. Later that month, 
Mike O'Neil brought in his bunch of dry cleaners. 
They were an organized group and Mike was the 
executive director. For years Mike brought conven- 
tions to Boyne and he became a good friend. He was 
a member of the Capital Club, an exclusive group 
consisting of directors and executive heads of all 
sorts of associations. The operating base for these 
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groups chose Lansing. Michigan's capitol, making it 
easier to lobby the state legislators for their causes. 

One day I was doing a bit of lobbying myself 
with a skiing physician from Traverse City, telling 
him Boyne was a great place to hold meetings, 
combining business with pleasure. The doctor's name 
was Richard Thrilby, a urologist. He got a number of 
the Traverse City doctors together and they formed 
the Midwest Medical Association. They held their 
first meeting at Boyne, returning year after year. 

We had a lot of trouble with our waitresses early 
on. They would go on strike because the doctors 
wouldn't tip. We had to subsidize the waitresses to 
keep-them on the job. Talk about running a classy 
five-star hotel. At the end of a ski week, the wait- 
Tesses Would put a bow! with a few dollars in it with 
the word “up” on each table. That didn’t work very 
well so Chuck Moll redesigned our dinner check, 
adding “gratuity” at the bottom. That removed the 
“help the poor” onus. and people began writing in a 
tip after each meal. Then we became even more 
modern. taking the tips and charging them to each 
person's room. Chuck bought a new-fangled cash 
register that would make up the bill and properly 
credit each waitress with whatever gratuity they had 
earned. 

Conventions have been the salvation of our 
midweek summer and winter business ever since. 


Hexpinc MorHer NATURE 


Snow is one of Mother Nature's greatest gifts. 
Asa child I loved it when winter came and snow 
covered the ground. Winter became my favorite 
season of the year. And for nearly fifty years I’ ve 
depended upon it for my livelihood. 

To a ski resort operator there's nothing as 
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depressing as snowless slopes — particularly when 
the Christmas-New Year’s season nears. That's when 
we do 30 percent or more of our annual business. All 
of the area motels for thirty miles around will be 
displaying No Occupancy signs. You’!! have 10,000 
skiers eager to line up at the ticket windows. but 
without snow, the cash registers will be silent and 
your customers will be heading home, or scurrying to 
find it somewhere else. 

Although Boyne Mountain and Boyne Highlands 
are both located in the Midwest's snowbelt, and 
greatly benefit from lake effect snow, the snowless 
scenario gives me nightmares every year. 

Starting in November, my first act every winter 
morning, even before coffee, is to check the weather. 
We'll almost always have a good snowstorm around 
Nov. | — deer hunting season. From that point on I'll 
be on the weather watch, always expecting an early 
thaw and getting one more often than I care to 
remember. 


Praying doesn't help. Shaking my fist at the sky 
and you-know-who doesn’t help. Whenever He feels 
like it, God is going to play a dirty trick on me, and 
there’s nothing I can do about it. 

Then in 1953, 1 somehow must have gotten into 
God's good graces. Vic Chmielewski, my area 
Manager who was with Boyne from the beginning, 
had read something about artificial snowmaking at 
Grossinger’s resort in the Catskill Mountains. He said 
he'd like to go there and find out about it. He made 
the trip and described the operation. They were 
spraying a stream of water between compressed air 
jets. Presto! Man-made snow.

member of the crew. At the end of the journey, while 
other crew members were anxious to return to their 
wives and children, he could have kept on sailing. 

“The closer we got to the end, | realized [ didn't 
have anything pressing to come back to,” Williams 
said, 

“There wasn'tanything [ was missing too badly. 
except work. I like seeing what you've accomplished 
at the end of a day.” 

Once the journey was over, Williams thought one 
of the first things he might do is enjoy a Mexican 
dinner and watch a movie. Five days after his return 
to Boyne City, he still had not done either. 

Food was a big part of the Voyage. “I never ate 
that good.” Williams said. They started with 11,55 
gallon barrels of food. consumed three of those 
sailing from Narsag to Sisimiut, where they replen- 
ished their supplies before crossing the Davis Straits. 

By the end. “we went through it all.” Williams 
said. 

The nine-man crew was divided imo four cooks 
and five helpers. Each day one cook and one helper 
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On those rare days when it didn't rain, the 
Snorri was turned into one huge drying 
rack for all the crew's gear. 


was responsible for feeding the crew. Williams was a 
helper. 

Boredom was another big part of the voyage. 
“Sometimes we would sit for days,” Williams said. 
The crew would break up the time by playing games 
— charades was one of the more popular ones — 
reading, hiking, and working on projects. There were 
100 books packed aboard Snorri, and all of them 
were read at least once, Williams said. “I’ve never 
seen so much reading.” 

But there were days when the motivation to do 
anything was difficult. “Some days we would sleep 
all day, but we would make the cooks get up.” 
Williams said. 

The days of no wind also gave the crew a chance 
to explore. “It allowed us to see things we wouldn't 
have. It slowed us down enough to allow us to stop 
and look around.” 

When they did. they saw polar bears. caribou, 
reindeer, huge rabbits, whales. and magnificent 
scenery, 

The crew also had the chance to hike and explore 
villages along its route. “It was a great time exploring 
other towns,” Williams said. “Just to see how other 
people live ts a worthwhile experience.” 

The voyage. sponsored by Land's End, was 
approximately 2,000 miles in length, and of that the 
crew rowed about 100 miles. For more than half the 
days there was a heavy mist and the temperatures 
ranged from 40-50 degree daytime highs to just above 
freezing at night. Mixed with that were some dry day's 
and a “couple wonderful days.” 

Amazingly. no one on the crew suffered any 
iMness and there were no major injuries. 

“Everything went as planned,” Williams said. 

While on their journey, crew members kept 
journals and they were posted on the Viking Voyage 
website. They used e-mail to communicate with their 
families. although the computer and satellite phone 
system on board was often unreliable. 

The crew also carried an inflatable raft with a 
motor — the motor was never used — and a fold-up 
kayak. 

As he settles back into a routine, Williams is 
thinking ahead to next summer. He wants to sail 
again. 
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Homer Williams and Hodding Carter return after an 
excursion. Carter was the main force behind the 
adventure. He selected Williams for the crew after a 
chance meeting in Maine two years ago.

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Historic East Jordan building might find 
a new home with Friends of the Jordan 


The old red Trading Post build- 
ing on M-66 in East Jordan is free 
for the taking. But “free” doesn’t in- 
clude the costs of moving the struc- 
ture, which has inhibited potential 
preservationists from coming imme- 
diately to its rescue. 

The building sits on the property 
now owned by Terrel Development 
across from Lake Charlevoix, and is 
adjacent to the new condominiums 
the company is currently building on 
the site. Built circa 1870 by John 
Vance who made it into a grocery 
store, some Say it could be the oldest 
building in the city. It was purchased 
by the Millers in the 1960s and then 
bought by Vern Stark in 1971 who 
named it the Trading Post. 

“We are interested in it,” Friends 
of the Jordan (FOS) executive direc- 
tor John Hummer said. “We haven’t 
made a final decision of whether or 
not we'll take it at this point.” FOJ’s 
executive committee wil] meet to 
discuss the potential acquisition fur- 
ther. 2 

The organization would prob- 
ably turn it into an environmenta! 
education nature center on the first 
floor and convert the upstairs space 


East Jordan firefighters ga 
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into offices and perhaps share the 
space with other orggnizations. They 
have a general site in mind near the 
Jordan Valley. 

“It would be a long-term 
project,” Hummer said,” not some- 
thing we would move into over- 
night.” Not only would there be costs 
for transportation, a new foundation 
and perhaps obtaining property, but 
the electrical, plumbing and differ- 
ent infrastructure needs would need 
to be brought up to code as well. 

“We're hoping that someone 
will step forward and help outa little 
bit,” East Jordan resident Cal Gotts 
said. He has been working with FOJ 
on ironing out the logistics of a move. 

The top of the structure, prob- 
ably more than 28 feet high, would 
likely have to be cut off, and moved 
in two pieces to fit under utility wires, 
Gotts said after meeting with a pro- 
fessional mover. 

“The construction of the build- 
ing is sound, from what we’ ve found 
out,” Hummer said. 

“We want to see that building 
preserved if possible,” Terrel’s vice 
president Ellen Grinnell said. In fact, 
she said the company will contribute

Walter Midener, 85, of East Jor- 
dan, died on Saturday, Oct. 3, 1998 
at East Jordan, after a long illness. A 
brief graveside military service will 
be held on Saturday, Oct. 10, 1998 at 
10:30 a.m. at Sunset Hill Cemetery, 
East Jordan. 

Arespected sculptor and art edu- 
cator, Walter was born on Oct. 11, 
1912 in Liegnitz, Silesia, Germany. 
He was raised in Germany and at- 
tended the Berlin Academy of Fine 
and Applied Arts from 1932 to 1936. 
Forced to flee Nazi Germany, he im- 
migrated to the United States in 1938 
working as an art instructor at the 
Henry Street Settlement in New York 
from 1939 until 1941, 

He served in the U.S. Army from 
1941 until 1946, in both the Pacific 
Theater and the European Theater, 
earning a Silver Star, a Bronze Star, 
and a Purple Heart. In 1943, while 
serving in the military, he became a 
U.S. citizen. 

After the war, he moved to De- 
troit, where he married Margaret 
(Peggy) McKenzie on June 7, 1947. 
He began teaching at the Socicty of 
Arts and Crafts in Detroit in 1946, 
while he continued his own educa- 
tion, earning his Master of Arts de- 
gree at Wayne State in 1950. 

During his 33 years of service 
(from 1946 to 1979) at Arts and 
Crafts, Walter worked in a variety of 
capacities, including Head of the 
Sculpture Department, Assistant Di- 
rector, Associate Director, Dean of 
Faculty, Director of the Art School 
(from 1968 to 1976), President, and

Shirley L. Behling. 87, of Deer

Mr. Midener was on the Michi- 
gan Council for the Arts, serving as 
chairman of the Visual Arts Advisory 
Panel, and as a member of the Inter- 
disciplinary Advisory Committee. In 
addition, he was a member of the 
Crooked Tree Arts Council's Execu- 
uve Board, Full Board, Educational 
Committee, and served as co-chair- 
man of the Visual Arts Committee.

knocking on the Ramblers’ door. 

They didn’t let it slip through their hands. 

They marched down the field, perfectly 
executing their two-minute drill, and used their final 
ume-out with 26 seconds remaining and the ball 
resting on the three. They had time for two plays. 
Coach Dave Bricker told his offense to run a halfback 
dive for both. 

The Ramblers were stopped on the one on their 
first try. With the clock racing toward zero they 
quickly got set and quarterback Josh Bush took the 
snap, but instead of handing off he kept the ball and 
swept around the right end. He turned upfield where 
he met Tony Prevo, Bush fell forward and with only 
inches to spare, the ball crossed the goal line. 

Time remaining: less than three seconds. 

“He (Bush) wanted to run it,” Bricker said. “He 
got a one yard, five inch gain. It was a gutsy play. 
He’s a gutsy kid.” 

Sean Ku ran in the two-point conversion to make 
the final score 30-27. 

Throughout the season, the Ramblers have been 
haunted by mistakes. Saturday they found out what 
happens when they eliminate errors. 

“T told them ‘liold you so,’ “ Bricker said. 
“When you eliminate mistakes and force mistakes 
great things happen. We still made mistakes against a 
good team, but they made more. 

“It's too bad they had to lose. They have good 
kids just like ours and a.good staff. We needed the 
win and we’re taking it. We’re going to ride it for a 
couple more weeks.” 

Mistakes were the difference in the game. The 
Ramblers had just one turnover, an interception, and 
two penalties for 15 yards. 

East Jordan lost three fumbles and had seven 
penalties for 62 yards. 

“I feel bad for the kids,” said East Jordan head 
coach Allan Peterson. “I thought they outplayed them 
the whole game. But we made key mistakes and 
Boyne City took advantage of the opportunity. 

“We've played some great fan games that have 
just been fun to watch. It’s just too bad we ended up 
on the wrong end, There were great plays on both 
sides. It was just a great game. That’s what it’s about, 
win or Jose.” 

The Red Devils started the game impressively, 


"scoring their first touchdown before many fans had 


even settled into their seats. Dillon Antaya broke free 
at midfield and raced 49 yards for the touchdown 
with just over two minutes gone.

Some higher profile castings 
include the aluminum intake 
manifolds and oil pump housings 
they made for a current model of 
the English Aston Martin automo- 
bile.

Possible sexual 
assault under 
investigation 

at high school 


Boyne City police are investigat- 
ing an alleged sexual assault by a 14- 
year-old boy against a 14-year-old 
girl ata Boyne City High School pep 
rally on Friday. ; 

The alleged incident occurred in 
the school gymnasium during the pep 
assembly. The police were called to 
the scene by the school. Superinten- 
dent Bob Nakoneczny said that he 
called on the sexual harassment 
grievance officer/school nurse Jean 
Odgers to assist in the matter. 

High school principal Sue 
Stephens met with the two students’ 
parents on Monday, according to 
Nakonecazny. “I haven’t got anything 
Officially in writing from Sue at this 
point,” he said. “She needs to con- 
tinue discussion with parents.” 

Nakoneczny said the student 
handbook says that an assault of any’ 
kind, whether sexual or physical, is 
punishable by garnering 15 points 
against the student, by up to 10 days 
suspension from school, and by pos- 
sible recommendation to the school 
board of expulsion. 

The board would hold an expul- 
sion hearing if such punishment was 
recommended. 

Stephens could not comment on 
the students specifically, but said, “I 
took action based on the safety of the 
children in the building. That is our 
mission, a safe and secure learning 
environment for our children. I'm 
upholding the board policy in our stu- 
dent handbook.” 

Assistant police chief Jeff Gettel 
said he didn’t know if criminal 
charges would be filed, but that he 
would forward a report to the 
Charlevoix County prosecutor's of- 
fice by week's end.

Carey was celebrating his birth- 
day while hunting in the Atlanta area, 
and what a birthday present he re- 
ceived. At about 4:15 p.m. on his 
birthday he bagged a 398 pound, 4 
1/2-year-old cow elk.
